WHEBBAS, the Texas Puolic Service Company has requested permission to
cut the pavement in the aforementioned "block at twelve-foot intervals in
order to repair leaks at each "bell joint and also to cut the pavement and
sidewalk area at all service locations in order to make the necessary repairs
to their gas main; and

WHEHBAS, said Company has agreed, to repair said street and sidewalk
area in accordance with the direction of the City Engineer, and to pay all
expenses incidental to the restoration of said pavement and sidewalk area;

WHEREAS, said request has teen reviewed and considered "by the City
